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SPREADING LIKE WILDFIRE 

JuvcnllB delinquency, serious as It la be- 
coming throughout the country, falls to 
arouse much concern In sparsely populated 
areas such as ours. 

We. are Inclined to believe the problem Is 
conlined mostly to the metropoUtan cities 
and close our eyes to what really la alarming 
evidence o! youthful crime and hoodlumlam 
in our own back yards. 

flecent occumnces In several Idaho cities 
should be warning enough that we already 
are In serious trouble. It was quite a sensa- 
tion, for Instance, when Idaho Falls police 
had to break up a gang right In which mem- 
bers of the "Wlnos" and "Chalnos" were par- 
ticipating — these Identifications meaning 
wine drinkers and chain smokers. 

A survey resulting from this episode sbow- 
ed that there la widespread drinking, amok- 
InR and petting among a certain class of 
youths. Three Incidents which brought the 
delinquency problem into public light were 
the gang light between youths from Idaho 
Falls and RoberU; vandalism which resulted 
In $3,S00 damage to a ward chapel of the 
LD3 church, and a 48-hour beer party at a 
private home Involving 20 boys and girls. 
Youngsters questioned also. admitted a cer- 
tain amount of promiscuity. 

About the flame time, similar disturbances 
were being reported from the Nampa-Cald- 
well area, and Boise experienced one of the 
wildest Halloweens In the city's recent his- 
tory. Boise police ollicers spent nearly two 
hours trying to break up a gang of rioting 
youngsters who set fireworks "bombs," Ignited 
leaves, and "yelled, cursed and milled 
around." Firemen finally had to spray the 
crowd with water as the only effective means 
of breaking up'ttio demonstration. 

While no such glaring evidence of juvenile 
delinquency has como to light in Magic Val- 
ley, we also con see trouble In the making If 
we are Inclined to be concerned. It's readily 
apparent that too many of our youngsters are 
driving like hoodlums and several lives al- 
ready have been lost In this manner. Within 
tho last several days 13 rural mall boxes were 
uprooted near Twin Falls and there was 
similar vandfellem In tb# vlclrtltycf Jerome. 
Federal regulations deflhe "wilful Injury or 
dcjtruct/on Ot any letterbox" as a "penal of- 
fense, for which the offender is liable to a 
fine of not more than 91,000 or imprisonment 
for not more than three' years." 

There also have been Instances of youth- 
ful vandallfin' in our local schools, churches 
and theaters. Trees have been destroyed and 
other acts of violence reported. 

. But even so, as we stated at the outset, 
tho general attitude toward juvenile delin- 
quency la one of disinterest and complacency. 
r.~ ' ■ 

What the U. a. senate subcommittee's In- 
vestigation of juvenile delinquency Is bringing 
to light may startle this country to Its sense;. 
Reports reaching the subcommittee art 
alarming almost beyond comprehension. Ffi\- 
lowhig are some of the highlights: 

More than 1,333,000 children came to the 
attention of police In 1054 — a 10 per cent In- 
crease over 10S3 and a S3 per cent increase 
over 1048 flguresl 

The less densely populated areas ejcperl- 
cnced on even higher incrcar,c of Juvenile 
delinquency. Courts serving areas of less than 
lOD.OOO persons showed a combined increase 
of 63 per cent. As the suucommlttcc pointed 
out. Juvenile dellnquenoir ts far from being 
a "big city" problem. . /' 

When the figureil are statistically weighted 
to compensate tpc the growing number of 
children enteflug the 10-17-yenr-old bracket, 
the Increase In delinquency is still four times 
greater thpji the Increase In youngsters. 
Lost yi!ar, for Instance, 58 per cent of all 
- — the-out^ thefts-were committed by young 
people linder 18 years old. They also com- 
mitted.''40 per cent of all burglaries. 15 per 
cenf,6'f all rapes and even 5 per cent of the 
horii'icidc cases. Most of the delinquency oc- 
curred in the 15 to 17-year-old age bracket. 
^■Dut 35 per cent of these youngsters hnci been 
in court before. 

Preliminary studies by the senate subcom- 
mllice indicate that the Incidence of venereal 
disease among young people under 18 has 
reached shocking proportions. It Is an estab- 
lished f.ict that 80 per cent of the unmarried 
mothers arc under 10 years of age. 

What docs the subcommittee hope to do 
with all tills Information ll Is gathering on 
juvenile deUnqucncy, Including crime, porno- 
graplilc materials. Interstate adoption prac- 
tices and such? 

It will make recommendations to congress 
for enactment of legislation which \n deemed 
necessary. But even at best, such congres- 
sional action would play only a pan in any 
all-out attempt to cope with this mounting 
problem. 

Parents, scliools. churches. cIvJc orjr.inlz.i- 
tlons. law enforcement agencies and the 
courts must shake themselves out of their 
complacency to achieve any degree of .suc- 
cess. 

To stick our heads into the sand with the 
explanation that this generation of young- 
.^ters Is no worse than any we have had In the 
post Is an cosy way out. But we'll suffer the 
consequences If Wfi Ignore statistics which 
warn us repeatedly that Juvenile delinquency 
is spreading like wildfire.

WASIUNQTON, Nov. 25 (IfW-Tho 
ftlr force, which at Umea Questioned 
the Value Of Uie army's Nike anU- 
aircraft KUldcd missile, thinks 
enouRh of the weapon to use ft In 
EUardlng some vital strategic bomb- 
er bases. 

An army official disclosed today 
that Nike batlallons now guard four 
strategic air command bases from 
northern Maine lo California. There 
Is a possibility, he said, that Nike 
defenses will be extended to clher 
similar bomber bases. . 

The Nike's a.ulgnmen6 lo bomber 
bases Is in addition to Its primary 
role of affording close-In air defense 
to tho nation's principal cities and 
Industrial centers. 

The Nike has become one focal 
point In a behlnd-thc-scenw ormy- 
alr force bntUe over the role it the 
army in the culded mUsilo field, 

Tho air force, which has primary 
responsibility (or the air defense of 
tho nnUon, has privately, and some- 
times openly, conveyed the view that 
the value of the Nike In stopping 
modem Jet bombers U being over- 
!pioycd by the army. The air force 
contends that emphasis should be 
plficed on stopping enemy twmbers 
lone enough betoro they reach the 
last-ditch defense ring of Nike mis- 
siles.
